Wanted: System 
of Signposts 
for County Roads 


This article is directed to 


Nevada county as well as 
Mempstcad. What both counties 
need is a complete system of 
signposts to direct travelers 
unfamiliar with the vagaries of 
rural roads. 


Some years ago the Hope 


Lions club tackled a similar 
problem in the City of Hope. 
Many city streets were un- 
marked but still more remained 
anonymous. The Lions adopted 
street-marking as a project, put 
up metal posts and installed 
street name-plates—and this 
system stands today with 
everlasting credit to Hope Lions 
club. 


Some luncheon club, or the 


civic clubs acting in concert, 
with co-operation by farm 
groups, should launch a similar 
program from both Hope and 
Prescott to mark all rural roads 
in the two counties. Business 
houses in the two towns ought to 
be willing to make a cash 
contribution—and, 
upon 


request, Star Publishing Co. 
will head the lists in both 
counties. 


The Star has always stood for 


good roads, rural electricity 
and telephone service; and now 
as a good-neighbor policy we 
suggest the marking of county 
roads. 


At least once a week I escape 


from the crowded city traffic 
and venture down some rural 
road, curious about where it 
will lead. Over the years I have 
learned which way to turn on 
encountering an unnamed fork 
in Hempstead or Nevada 
counties. Last Sunday fur- 
nished a good example. 


I took the middle road at 


Rocky Mound and headed due 
East, ran out of pavement, 
passed two forks on the gravel, 
and hit my target, paved State 
53 (Prescott-Buckner road). 
State 53 merged with paved 
State 19 and led me into 
Prescott. I checked the weekly 
Nevada County Picayune office 
but didn't find Editor Larry 
Wahlquist, so drove back to 
Hope on U.S. 67. It was a 
pleasant Jaunt, I admiring the 
new country homes along the 
route. But had I not known 
which of two forks to take the 
trip would have been confused. 
In fact, the first time I tried this 
excursion I made a wrong turn 
and dead-ended in the barnyard 
of some big Nevada county 
cattle ranch. Rural road signs 
would have helped. 


Another fine local trip is to go 


south to Patmos, turn at the 
school onto State 355, which is 
gravel, and proceed east to 
Falcon, Nevada county, and 
return by way of paved State 19 
to Bodcaw, and paved State 32 
to Shover Springs and Hope. 


This route has one great 


attraction, a slow movement 
through 
the 
magnificent 


Bodcaw Creek bottoms. The 
road is well marked all the way.

U.S. advisor 
killed in VN

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


Sen. Thomas P. Eagleton says 
accusations by columnist Jack 
Anderson that he has a record 
of drunken driving are a "dam- 
nable lie" and probably will 
hurt him. 


Eagleton also said he is 


"doubly determined" to remain 
on the Democratic ticket as the 
vice presidential candidate and 
called Anderson's charges a 
"low blow." 


Eagleton flatly denied a re- 


port by Anderson that photos- 
tatic records show the Missouri 
senator was arrested a half- 
dozen times for drunken or 
reckless driving. 


Anderson made the allegation 


in a radio broadcast Thursday. 
The columnist told The Associ- 
ated Press that he did not have 
the records himself but learned 
about them from a "high Mis- 
souri official." A check by The 
AP turned up some past speed- 
ing citations in Eagleton's 
name, but no trace of any ar- 
rest for drunken or reckless 
driving. 


Eagleton angrily told a news 


conference Thursday in Hono- 
lulu that he had never been ar- 
rested for drunken or reckless 
driving, and that Anderson's re- 
port appeared to him to be a 
politically motivated attempt to 
drive him off the Democratic 
ticket. 


In an interview while flying 


here from Hawaii, Eagleton un- 
derscored his newly strength- 
ened resolve to stay on as run- 
ning mate of Sen. George 
McGovern. 


"I want to pursue this vice 


presidency with the greatest 
degree of determination that I 
possibly can," Eagleton said. 


Some newspapers and Demo- 


cratic politicians have said 
Eagleton should step aside be- 
cause of his admission Tuesday 
that he had voluntarily under- 
gone psychiatric treatment and 
shock therapy for "nervous ex- 
haustion and fatigue" and that 
he hadn't told McGovern about 
this until after the Democratic 
National Convention. 


In an interview, Eagleton 


called Anderson's charge a 
"low blow." He said he thought 
it would hurt him because de- 
nials and refutations don't al- 
ways catch up with accusations 
even when the charges are 


false. 


He said he thought the worst 


part of the Anderson story 
would be its possible effect on 
his relations with his wife and 
children and on his reputation 
as a man. 


Eagleton .said he had talked 


to McGovern by telephone 
twice Thursday after the An- 
derson charge surfaced in the 
columnist's radio 
broadcast. 


Eagleton said McGovern ex- 
pressed full confidence in him 
and told him not to worry. 


McGovern, meanwhile, de- 


clined to comment on his con- 
versation with Eagleton, saying 
he had "nothing further to 
add" to his previously ex- 
pressed public support for his 
running mate. 


McGovern also told aides that 


he wanted no further comment 
on the matter by anyone con- 
nected with the campaign, oth- 
er than Eagleton or himself. 


Train blocks streets 


The entire northeast section of Hope was isolated for 


vehicular traffic for about 15 minutes this morning due to 
a lengthy Missouri-Pacific train blocking several streets.

track crossings from the brickyards to North Walnut; the 
train used the spur track to Nashville. 


Persons coming to town on State Highway 29 had to go 


to Interstate-30 and proceed to the State Highway 4 in- 
tersection and then return to Hope. 


SAIGON (AP) — A senior 


U.S. official with a decade of 
service in Vietnam was killed 
in a Viet Cong ambush Thurs- 
day while accompanying South 
Vietnamese militia forces in 
the Mekong Delta. 


The U.S. Command said the 


'"official was Rudolph Kaiser, 53, 


of Colorado Springs, Colo., a ci- 
vilian who was the senior ad- 
viser in Go Cong Province. 


U.S. sources said the militia- 


men were investigating reports 
of a Viet Cong battalion oper- 
ating in the sparsely populated 
area 25 miles southwest of Sai- 
gon. They ran into a "hornet's 
nest" of Viet Cong firing B40 
rocket launchers and hand gre- 
nades, the sources said. 


Kaiser was wounded by one 


explosion and killed by another 
as he was being treated, survi- 
vors of the ambush said. 


Radio contact between the 


unit and the province headquar- 
ters was lost during the fight- 
ing early Thursday afternoon. 
Search paties went inho the 
area, but the ambush site was 
not found until this morning. 
Kaiser's body was recovered. 


There was no immediate re- 


port of how many South Viet- 
namese troops or Viet Cong 
were killed in the fight. 


Go Cong is considered one of 


the most secure of South Viet- 
nam's 44 provinces, and prior 
to the North Vietnamese offen- 
sive it was classified by the 


Saigon government as 100 per 
cent pacified. 


Meanwhile, several hundred 


South Vietnamese rangers and 
militiamen swept through light 
enemy resistance and reoccu- 
pied the district town of Hoai 
An in Binh Dinh Province on 
the central coast, field reports 
said. 


The drive completed a 10-day 


sweep of three northern district 
towns in Binh Dinh Province 
which had fallen to Communist 
forces in late April and early 
May. The 10,000-man govern- 
ment drive has met only light 
resistance thus far. 


Despite the recapture of the 


three district towns, the Saigon 
command said it is impossible 
to tell at this point how much 
of the territory is under govern- 
ment control and how much re- 
mains in enemy hands.

Counterattacking in the war of 
words over U.S. bombing, Pres- 
ident Nixon says his critics 
have been duped by Hanoi's 
propaganda and should recog- 
nize that he has held in check 
"the great power that could fin- 
ish off North Vietnam in an 
afternoon." 


He also told a news confer- 


ence Thursday that congress- 
men who vote for end-the-war 
resolutions are signaling the 
communists to stall in peace 
talks at a time when "the 
chance for a negotiated settle- 
ment is better ... than it has 
ever been." 


The President stopped short 


of denying that any U.S. bombs 
had damaged North Vietnam's 
dikes and dams, but singled out 
United Nations Secretary-Gen- 
eral Kurt Waldheim for seizing 
"upon 
this 
enemy-inspired 


propaganda which has taken in 
many well-intentioned and na- 
ive people." 


Waldheim said this week he 


had received information that 
the dikes had been damaged by 
U.S. warplanes and appealed 
for a halt in the bombing. 


The State Department said 


Wednesday there had been 
slight and unintentional dam- 
age to the installations, and 
Nixon said Thursday "if dam- 
age did occur ... we are mak- 
ing every possible effort to see 
that it will not occur again." 


As he faced reporters in his 


Oval Office, Nixon plunged into 
a spirited defense of his Viet- 
nam policies, setting the stage 
for continuing debate in an 
election campaign he predicted 
would be "close ... hard- 


fought ... right down to the 
wire." 


He declined to discuss the 


disclosure of Democratic vice- 
presidential nominee Thomas 
Eagleton's 
past 
psychiatric 


treatment, saying he would not 
"interject 
myself 
into that 


problem" and that he would not 
campaign on personalties. 


"The issues that divide the 


opposite side and this adminis- 
tration are so wide—in fact, the 
clearest choice in this centu- 
ry—that we must campaign on 
the issues," he said. 


One major campaign issue is 


Vietnam, and Nixon indirectly 
took 
Democratic 
nominee 


George McGovern to task for 
saying he would halt the bomb- 
ing immediately and bring all 
U.S. troops and prisoners of 
war home within 90 days—pro- 
posals which Republicans say 
hurt U.S. peace efforts. 


"The fastest way to end the 


war and the best way to end it 
is through negotiation," the 
President said. 


Nixon said U.S. negotiators 


have made "a very fair offer" 
to end-the'tiar, but tli^.t the 
enemy is hearing Congress say 
"in effect, 'We will give you 
what you want regardless of 
what the President has of- 
fered,' why not wait?" 


The Senate amended a for- 


eign-aid bill Monday to cut off 
Vietnam 
funds within 
four 


months if war prisoners were 
released, then killed the entire 
bill. On Tuesday, the House 
drawal by Oct. 1 subject to 
prisoner release, a limited 
cease-fire, and an accounting of 
missing GIs.

His entry in the Senate was 


marked by support of Franlin

against the conservatives of 
that day, but he himself came 
to be marked a fiscal and so- 
cial conservative whose opposi- 
tion to civil-rights measures 
was sharp and constant. 


He left a large imprint on

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


John L. McClellan, D-Ark., de- 
scribed Sen. Allen Ellender of 
Louisiana, who died Thursday, 
as a dedicated public servant 
who had strong convictions. 


McClellan said in a telephone 


interview that he had "great 
respect" for Ellender and that 
his death "comes as a great 
surprise. I've lost a friend." 


"He had high ideals and prin- 


ciples," McClellan said. "I 
think he was a great public ser- 
vant. I regret bis death and 
send my condolences to all of 
his family." 


The death threw Louisiana 


Democrats into an election lim- 
bo. 


Ellender, facing the toughest 


challenge of his 34-year Senate 
career, had broken a string of 
campaign appearances Thurs- 
day morning to catch an 11 
a.m. flight to Washington for 
the Senate vote. He complained 
of stomach pains which wors- 
ened during the trip. By 4 p.m., 
he was not on the Senate floor, 
but visiting the congressional 
physician 
and 
complaining 


about chest pains. 


Before the evening was out, 


the longevity that brought him 
success in the Senate, where 
time is measured in decades 
and decades mark power, had 
also given out. 


The Senate was in session 


and received word of the death 
from Sen. Russell B. Long, who 
was 17 years old when his fa- 
ther, Sen. Huey Long, was cut 
down by assassin's bullets at 
the state Capitol. 


Ellender took Huey's Senate 


seat a year later. 


Ellender was widowed in 1949 


and devoted most of his time to 
the Senate. His time outside its 
halls was notably quiet.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen.

tempore of the Senate today, 
succeeding Allen J. Ellender of 
Louisiana. 


The election of Eastland, 67, 


was by voice vote at the start 
of the day's Senate session fol- 
lowing Ellender's death of a 
heart attack last night. 


Senate Democrats designated 


Eastland, as their senior mem- 
ber, at a party caucus shortly 
before the Senate met. 


The resolution nominating 


Eastland was offered by Major- 
ity Leader Mike Mansfield of 
Montana.

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More troops 
into Ireland 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 


(AP) — Britain began moving 
4,000 more troops to Northern 
Ireland today as part of a de- 
termined new attempt to crack 
down on gunmen of the Irish 
Republican Army. 


The reinforcements will boost 


the army's strength in the 
province to 21,000 men, a 
record level, and include three 
infantry battalions from Ger- 
many. 


The reinforcements are Brit- 


ain's response to the IRA's 
coordinated bomb attack on 
Belfast last week that killed 
nine persons and injured 130. 


Observers believe the army 


and Britain's administrator in 
Northern Ireland, William 
Whitelaw, may be planning 
more intensive action than the 
search-and-arrest 
operations 


which 
followed 
the Belfast 


bombings. 


The army is known to have 


concentrated armor in the vi- 
cinity of Londonderry, arousing 
speculation that an assault may 
be contemplated on the IRA 
stronghold in the Bogside and 
Creggan quarters known as 
"Free Derry." 


The militant Protestant Ul- 


ster Defense Association said it 
had cancelled a planned block- 
ade of fuel oil and electricity to 
"Free Derry" because Protes- 
tants in the area would also 
have been affected.

Nixon gets 
victory by 
Senate vote 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Senate has handed the Nixon 
administration a victory by vot- 
ing to speed development of the 
Trident submarine, the most 
expensive ship ever built. 


Opponents objected to accel- 


erating development of the 
cruiser-sized 
atomic-powered 


vessel and its 24 nuclear war- 
head missiles, but not to the 
concept itself. 


Sen. Lloyd Bentsen, D-Tex., 


paraphrasing a former Penta- 
gon official's "fly before you 
buy" policy, said, "We should 
swim before we sink." A rush 
to construction could mean 
costly overruns, he said, but his 
amendment to cut some $500 
million in Trident funding was 
defeated 47 to 39. 


Debate on the 
Pentagon's 


$20.5-billion procurement bill 
was to focus today on several 
other amendments, including 
an increase in military retire- 
ment pay and a ban on military 
use of rainmaking and fire- 
storms in the Vietnam war 
zone. 


All told, the estimated cost of 


the 10-boat Trident program is 
$13.5 billion. The speedup is ex- 
pected to bring the first boat 
into the fleet in 1978. 


a 47-year-old Catholic found 
hooded and shot through the 
head in the Protestant Sandy 
Row district. 


Fire swept through a big de- 


partment store on Belfast's 
Royal Avenue during the night 
and police blamed arsonists. 
Two men were rescued from 
the roof of the building, and no 
casualties were reported. 


The army reported 46 shoot- 


ing incidents in Belfast — 29 in- 
volving soldiers — and eight in 
Londonderry during the night. 
Two soldiers were slightly hurt, 


and the troops claimed they hit 
three gunmen. 


Four persons were hospi- 


talized after exchanges of gun- 
fire in which the army was not 
involved, and troops captured 
three men after a volley of 
shots was fired from a van at 
bystanders. 


In the early hours, two 


bombs exploded within minutes 
of each other in Londonderry, 
one of them damaging offices 
of the Londonderry Develop- 
ment Commission. No casu- 
alties were reported. 


Rural aid 
bill close 
to passage 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Con- 


gress is a step away from pass- 
ing a rural renewal bill offering 
America's ailing countryside 
communities an injection of 
economic aid. 


Ending the bickering over 


compromises reached by Sen- 
ate-House conferees in a bid to 
get a bill passed this year, the 
House voted Thursday to ac- 
cept proposals settling 52 dis- 
putes. 


This intricate agreement, put- 


ting together a rural-develop- 
ment 
program 
authorizing 


about $500 million a year in 
new grant funds and exten- 
sively expanding loan author- 
ity, was approved intact after 
the bill's supporters survived a 
major parliamentary challenge. 


In the key test, rural-develop- 


ment advocates headed by Ag- 
riculture Committee Chairman 
W. R. Poage, D-Tex., won 214 
to 162 over a coalition guided 
by 
Government 
Operations 


Committee 
Chairman 
Chet 


Holifield, D-Calif., and Rep. 
John B. Anderson, R-ni. 


Holifield objected to the bill's 


provisions empowering the Ag- 
riculture secretary to coordi- 
nate rural-development activi- 
ty. He claimed that would en- 
croach on the jurisdiction of his 
committee which has approved 
its own bill to reorganize gov- 
ernment 
community-develop- 


ment programs. 


Anderson joined in a call for 


a separate vote on disputed 
provisions of the compromise, a 
maneuver which could not take 
place under terms of the floor- 
action plan backed by Poage. 


Poage promptly rallied the 


bill's backers behind an argu- 
ment that a separate vote and 
the potential of more conferee 
consideration could kill the leg- 
islation. 


Poage won with 172 Demo- 


crats and 42 Republicans favor- 
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ing the take-it-or-leave-it ap- 
proach. Holifield and Anderson 
attracted 121 Republicans and 
41 Democrats to their camp. 


Then, the House passed the 


bill by 339 to 36 and the measure 
was sent to the Senate. 


Aimed at sparking economic 


growth of rural America and 
eventually helping lure people 
away from crowded cities, the 
bill would create a range of 
programs to improve coun- 
tryside living conditions. 


Grants would go for such 


things as pollution abatement 
and development of industrial 
centers providing jobs for the 
unemployed. 
The 
Farmers 


Home Administration could 
make loans to small business 
and industry as part of an in- 
dustrial-parks program. The 
legislation would cover towns of 
up to 10,000 population, with in- 
dustrial loans available to cities 
of up to 50,000. 


Socialite 
kidnapped 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (AP) 


— The socialite wife of H.C. Pi- 
per Jr., millionaire head of a 
brokerage and investment firm, 
has been kidnaped from her 
home, the FBI says. Piper has 
declined to say how much ran- 
som is being demanded. 


"When they get in touch with 


me, I certainly plan to cooper- 
ate in any way they want," the 
54-year-old Piper said a few 
hours after his wife, Virginia, 
was kidnaped Thursday. 


Piper, board chairman of Pi- 


per, Jaffray & Hopwood, Inc., 
said the two kidnapers left a 
ransom note but he declined to 
reveal how much money they 
wanted. "I just can't tell you 
that because it would very pos- 
sibly jeopardize Mrs. Piper's 
chances. It would be very un- 
wise. They said they would get 
in touch again." 


The FBI, which was called 


into the case, refused to com- 
ment on a news broadcast by a 
Minneapolis television station 
which said the ransom de- 
manded was rumored to be $1 
million.

Reports of the death 
of Lin Piao 


ALGIERS (AP) - The Chi- 


nese Embassy today confirmed 
long persistent reports that Lin 
Piao, once Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung's political heir, died last 
year in a plane crash, fleeing 
to the Soviet Union after an un- 
successful plot to assassinate 
Mao. 


It was the first official ex- 


p 1 a n a t i o n of Lin's dis- 
appearance from public view 
last year. It was contained in a 
statement made to the Algerian 
government 
newspaper 
El 


Moudjahid. 


The Peking correspondent of 


a Canadian newspaper, the To- 
ronto Globe and Mail, reported 
Thursday that Mao had told 
two recent foreign visitors — 
Prime Minister Sirimavo Band- 
aranaike of Ceylon and Foreign 
Minister Maurice Schumann of 
France — of Lin's plot against 
him and his death. 


The Chinese 
Embassy's 


statement said: 


"Lin Piao died Sept. 13,1971. 


The Lin Piao affair is a reflec- 
tion of the battle between two 
lines which was taking place 
within the party for a long 
time. Lin Piao committed re- 
peated errors and Chairman 
Mao Tse-tung fought many bat- 
tles against him.... 


"He indulged in antiparty ac- 


tivities and in a planned and 
premeditated way with a clear- 
ly determined program with 
the goal of surping the lead- 
ership of the party, the govern- 
ment and the army. Chairman 
Mao Tse-tung unmasked his 
plot and aborted his maneu- 
vers. Chairman Mao Tse-tung 
made efforts to rehabilitate 
him. But Lin Piao did not 
change his perverse nature one 
iota. He attempted a coup 
d'etat and sought to assassinate 


Chairman Mao Tse-tung. 


"His plot was foiled and he 


fled on Sept. 12 toward the So- 
viet Union in an aircraft which 
crashed in the People's Repub- 
lic of Mongolia." 


Peking reported the crash of 


a jetliner in Mongolia last Sept.

WASHSINTON (AP) — A 


$150,000 grant to the University 
of Arkansas Medical Center at 
Little Rock has been approved 
by the Health, Education and 
Welfare Department. 


The office of Sen. John L. 


McClellan, D-Ark., said Thurs- 
day the grant will be used for 
renovation and remodeling of a 
portion of the hospital to pro- 
vide modern intesnive care 
units and for remodeling of the 
surgical area.

engine 


drops off 
of DC-10 


1X)S ANGELES (AP)-The 


tail engine of a Continental Air- 
lines DC10 that had just left 
Los Angeles, fell off Thursday, 
dropping nearly a ton of smok- 
ing hot metal on Hollywood and 
Beverly Hills. No one was hit 
by the debris and the plane 
landed safely on its remaining 
two engines. 


One 500-pound piece of the 


engine plunged into the front 
lawn of a Beverly Hills home 
and 40 to 50 pieces were scat- 
tered over a densely populated 
area about with a four-mile 
radius, police said. 


Capt. Robert Glau, the pilot 


of the Chicago-bound jet, Flight 
902 with 123 persons aboard, 
lifted the plane off from Los 
Angeles International Airport 
at 2 p.m. The engine began 
shedding parts about 10 min- 
utes later. 


No injuries were reported on 


the plane or on the ground and 
there were no reports of dam- 
age to structures on the 
ground. 


One witness, Curtis Howard, 


a sheriff's deputy, said he look- 
ed up at the plane after he 
heard a sound like a sonic 
boom. 


"Smoke and flames were 


coming from the rear of the 
plane," he said. "I saw a num- 
ber of large pieces fall." 


Engine pieces slamming to 


earth sounded "like two-car 
crashes," said Bernie Richards, 
a resident of Beverly Hills. One 
piece tore through a tree and 
narrowly missed a car parked 
in his driveway, he said. 


One passenger, Bruce Marks, 


19, of Oaklawn, m., said "the 
whole right side of the plane 
began to shake" when the 


trouble started but the passen- 
gers remained calm. 


Another passenger, Donna 


Cristy, 39, of Capistrano Beach, 
Calif., said, "It wasn't all that 
bad. No one would have 
dreamed an engine had fallen 
off. I've been on bumpier 
flights to San Francisco. 


Officials said they had no Im- 


mediate idea of what happened 
to the engine. Continental work- 
men wheeled the damaged air- 
liner into a maintenance hang- 
ar after the passengers had dis- 
embarked.

Stanley Cup champions at the 
end of the last season, were the 
hardest hit from the latest 
WHA raids.

Biggest blow to the Bruins 


was the loss of Cheevers, who 
said he jumped to the new 
league for "the security of my 
family." 


Terms of Cheevers' contract 


were not announced, but Crusa- 
der owner Nick Mileti called it 
"probably as fine a contract as 
any goalie has ever had and 
one of the finest in the history 
of sports." 


The Whalers announced that 


Green, one of Boston's most 
popular and most 
effective 


players before superstar Bobby 
Orr arrived, will be captain of 
the WHA team. 


Cheevers was the third play- 


er to make himself ineligle for 
Team Canada, the collection of 
Canadian-born NHL players 
who meet the Russian national 
team in an eight-game exhibi- 
tion series in September. 


Only players signed to NHL 


contracts will be allowed to join 
Team Canada. 


Earlier, Bobby Hull of the 


Winnipeg Jets, and J.C. Tremb- 
lay of Les Nordiques, made 
themselves ineligible to accept 
coach Harry Sinden's invitation 
to the squad by signing with 
WHA teams. 


REYKJAVIK, Iceland (AP) 


— Bobby Fischer's chances of 
winning the world chess crown 
looked better and better today 
after soviet champion Boris 
Spassky conceded the eighth 
game in 37 moves. The score is 
now 5-3 in Fischer's favor, and 
he needs only 7% more points 
to clinch the title. Spassky 
needs another 9 to retain it. 


"Fischer is again showing the 


tremendous force that ruth- 
lessly swept aside Mark Taima- 
nov, Bent Larsen and Tigran 
Petrosian in previous match- 
es," international grandmaster 
Isaac Kashdan said in an 
analysis of the match for The 
Associated Press. 


"Based on this game," Kash- 


dan concluded, "Spassky seems 
demoralized and unable to cope 
with the incisive accuracy of 
his opponent, Barring a com- 
plete reversal of form, Fis- 
cher's lead is likely to in- 
crease." 


The ninth game is set for 


Sunday. 


Some experts said Spassky 


played like a child on Thurs- 
day, and one, grandmaster Mi- 
guel Najdorf of Argentina, com- 
mented: "This is not champion- 


ship chess." 


Fischer's rooks pursued 


Spassky's king relentlessly. 
When the game ended after 
nearly four hours, the Rus- 
sian's pawns were scattered 
hopelessly. 


Fischer, playing the white 


pieces, advanced his Queen's 
bishop pawn—the English 
Opening—and 
by 
continual 


pressure deprived Spassky of 
any counterplay. 


The American introduced a 


variation on the llth move, and 
Spassky studied the board for 
nearly an hour before replying. 
He appeared safe for the time 
being, but on the 16th move he 
blundered with an exchange 
that cost him a rook to Fis- 
cher's bishop and pawn. 


Spassky made one more er- 


ror, "This time the kind of mis- 
calculation that shouldn't hap- 
pen to a grandmaster," Kash- 
dan said. "His 19th move lost a 
pawn because of a double at- 
tack that is explained in all be- 
ginners' manuals." 


In a few moves Fischer 


opened the lines for his rook, 
and Spassky's defeat was cer- 
tain.

tor-publishct Ralph Gintburg 
and Carmine 6. DeSapio, once 
an influential Democratic lead- 
er in New York, will ask the 
U.S. Board of Parole today to 
release them ffam prison. 


William A. B. Tfttitt, grand- 


son of the late Vice President 
Alben W. Berkley, also goes be- 
fore the eight-member board to 
seek his release after being 
sentenced two years ago for air 
piracy and kidnaping. 


Ginzburg, 42, publisher of the 


short-lived quarterly Eros, was 
convicted nine years ago of 
sending obscene literature by 
mail. Hie literature included 
both the magazine and its 
promotional material. 


Hie conviction was upheld by 


the Supreme Court and he be- 
gan serving a three-year term 
in the Allenwood, Pa., in- 
stitution last Feb. 17, 


The board reviewed Gin- 


zburg's petition for parole In 
April but postponed a decision 
until November. Then after re- 
ceiving a medical report, which 
was not made public, the board 
decided to hold today's review. 


DeSapio, 63, was convicted 


Dec. 13, 1970, in a U.S. District 
Court in New York of con- 
spiracy to bribe former New 
York City Water Commissioner 
James L. Marcus and extract 
inflated contracts from the Con- 
solidated Edison company. 


The Democratic party boss 


was sentenced to* two years in 
prison and fined $4,500. He be- 
gan serving his term in the fed- 
eral penitentiary at Lewiaburg, 
Pa., on June 26, 1971. 


Truitt, 38, was sentenced to 


20 years in prison after he was 
convicted Aug. 13, 1969, of hi- 
jacking a light plane to Cuba 
by threatening the pilot with an 
explosive device. 


He began serving his term in 


the U.S. penitentiary in Atlanta 
on the same day he was con- 
victed.

Embargo on cattle 
announced by U.S. 
Agri Department 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Live- 


stock being moved from Texas, 
Oklahoma, Puerto Rico and 
parts of Arizona, California and 
New Mexico must be certified 
free of screwworms. 


The U.S. Department of Agri- 


culture announced the decision 
Thursday. 


There has been an over- 


whelming invasion of screw- 
worms from 
Mexico 
since 


January because of ideal tem- 
peratures and moisture, the de- 
partment said. 


The department's Animal and 


Plant Health Inspection Service 
said the new regulatory action 
will be effective Saturday in at- 
tempts to prevent to spread of 
the screwworm, especially into 
Florida and other southeastern 
states where the fly can spend 
the winter. 


The last area of infestation in 


the Southeast was Florida 
where it was eliminated in 1959. 
But the department said the 
Southeast is particularly vul- 
nerable now because stockmen 
have stopped inspecting their 
animals 
for 
screwworm-in- 


fected wounds. 


The new regulation wil be in 


effect through Nov. 30, 1972, 
and from April 15 through Nov. 
30 in subsequent years until the 


present 
invation 
is 
over- 


come. All interstate animal 
shipments from the infested 
area must be inspected, treated 
if necessary, and certified free 
of screwworms 24 hours before 
shipping. In addition, livestock, 
except certain horses, moving 
from the infested area into or 
through 
Alabama, 
Florida, 


Georgia, Ixmisiana, Mississippi, 
South Carolina, and Tennessee 
must be sprayed or dipped with 
an approved pesticide before 
shipment. 


The department said state 


and federal-veterinarians, state 
and federal livestock inspectors 
and accredited veterinarians 
are authorized to make the nec- 
essary inspections, supervise 
pesticide applications and issue 
shipping certificates. 


The regulated area includes 


the entire states of Texas and 
Oklahoma. 


Also included are Cochise, 


Gila, Graham, Greenlee, Mari- 
copa, Pima, Final, Santa Cruz, 
Yavapai and Yuma counties in 
Arizona. Also catron, Chaves, 
Debaca, 
Dona Ana, Eddy 


Grant, Hidalgo, Lea, Lincoln, 
Luna, Otero, Roosevelt, Sierra, 
and Socorro in New Mexico. 


The department said record 


numbers of screwworm cases 


continue in the Southwest. To 
combat the unusual situation 
this year sterile fly production 
at the Mission, Tex., facility, 
was increased to full capacity 
this spring and is being main- 
tained at this level.

Senate defeats move 
to hack subsidies 


'Disney Parade' 
to go to Europe 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate has defeated a move to 
cut the maximum amount a 
farmer may be paid for limit- 
ing crops and an effort to halt 
price supports and other gov- 
ernment subsidies for tobacco. 


In a 45-22 vote Thursday, the 


Senate rejected an amendment 
to lower from 155,000 to $20,000 
the maximum annual subsidy 
that may be paid to a fanner 
for limiting his crops. 


Opponents of the amendment, 


offered by Sen. Birch Bayh, D- 
Ind., said it would break faith 


with farmers. 


Bayh said his amendment 


was designed "to limit sub- 
sidies to large corporate farm- 
ers—not to deny them to family 
farmers." He said 0.5 per cent 
of the producers now get 14 per 
cent of the subsidy payments, 
and he estimated his proposal 
would save the government 
about $150 million a year. 


The Senate bill, which also 


covers environmental and con- 
sumer agencies, is about $670 
million over the amount voted 
by the House.

Within three years, Dis- 
ney on Parade has achieved the 
same kind of acceptance and is 
earning comparable sums at 
the box offices. 


Disney on Parade is a part- 


nership between NBC, which 
produces and operates 
the 


show, and the Disney company, 
which maintains creative con- 
trol. Disney was at first reluc- 
tant to go along. It did so at 
NBC's urging. 


The Disney concern seemed 


warranted when the first edi- 
tion 
of Disney 
on Parade 


opened in Chicago in December 
1969. 
Business was below ex- 


pectations, and the production 
was beset with operational 
problems. The tide turned in 
Pittsburgh, and the show has 


been successful ever since. The 
returns: $28 million in 158 
cities. 


"The 
first couple of dates 


were difficult," explains Jack 
Sidney, the man who books Dis- 
ney on Parade around the 
world. "There were union prob- 
lems, and the whole show was 
too heavy. 


"But 
once we got to Pitts- 


burgh, everything 
fell 
into 


place." 


Sidney, 58, is a battle-hard- 


ened veteran of the arena busi- 
ness, having traveled with the 
ice shows—"name any Ameri- 
can city and I can tell you the 
size and .layout of the sta- 
dium."Now he's learning about 
arenas elsewhere in the world. 


He expects Disney on Parade 


to continue to grow. Ultimately 
there may be six editions, each 
to have a two-year run. Two 
would tour North America, two 
in Europe, one in the Far East 
and one in South America. 


The show themes borrow 


from the Disney cartoons. Sid- 
ney was asked if Disney on Pa- 
rade might some day run out of 
material. 


"I don't think so," he said. 


"There is enough in the Disney 
archives for 10 shows, and we 
can make variations of each 
one by revising. Besides, we 
have a new audience 
three years. 


"What we're selling is the 


Disney magic. That's some- 
thing that is known every- 
where, by everyone." 


APA makes statement 
concerning Eagleton 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


American Psychiatric Associ- 
ation, without direct reference 
to Sen. Thomas Eagleton, says 
the judgment of a person who 
suffered 
mental 
depression 


would be completely restored 
following recovery from the ill- 
ness. 


"During an episode of depres- 


sion," the APA said in a spe- 
cial statement, "a person's 
judgment may be affected in 
proportion to the degree of sev- 
erity of the depression. 


"The distortion of judgment 


may vary from a slight color- 
ation to a gross defect. Follow- 
ing recovery from the episode 
there is a full return of judg- 
ment."

The inquiries were motivated 


by disclosures earlier this week 
by Sen. Eagleton, the Demo- 
cratic nominee for vice presi- 
dent, that he had been hospi- 
talized and received psychiatric 
treatment on three occasions 
during the 1960s, and that on 
two of those occasions he had 
received electroshock treat- 


ment for depression. 


"Electroshock," 
said 


APA, 
"has been a highly effec- 


tive treatment for moderate 
and severe depressions since it 
was introduced in 1938." 


Defining depressions as being 


"essentially disorders of mood" 
— with many of them triggered 
"by stressful life experience" 
— the APA said there are three 
types: 


-Mild: These "fall within the 


range of normal experience ... 
(and) 
are characterized by a 


tendency to feel discouraged, 
disheartened, irritable, tired, 
'blue' ...." 


—Moderate: 
These 
are 


marked by the same type of 
symptoms as the mild type 
"but carried to such a degree 
that they interfere with the vic- 
tim's social and occupational 
adjustment .... There is a re- 
uctance and resistance to as- 
suming 
everyday 
responsi- 


bilities ...." 


—Severe: These are charac- 


terized "by virtually a total 
withdrawal of interests by the 
victim in the world about him. 
Severe 
worry, anxiety, in- 


somnia, and agitation are typi- 
cally present, as is morbid pre- 
occupation with feelings of 


guilt, death, and suicide ... In 
short, there is a virtual total in- 
capacity to function in society 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 


defense sources report Vene- 
zuela has ordered $60 million 
worth of arms from France in 
a deal described as the largest 
single Latin American purchase 
of ground weapons since World 
Warn. 


The 
deal 
underscores 


France's growing dominance as 
arms supplier to Latin Ameri- 
can nations at a time when 
Congress has sharply restricted 
U.S. military aid and arms 
sales to that region. 


Pentagon figures show that 


Latin American 
countries 


bought at least $900 million in 
arms from countries other than 
the United States in fiscal 1970 
and 1971. An estimated two- 
thirds of this business went to 
France, the rest principally to 
Britain and Italy. 


In the same two-year period, 


American arms sales to Latin 
American republics totaled $130 
million. 


According to defense sources, 


the Venezuelans have ordered 
142 French AMX30 medium-size 
tanks for delivery this year and 
next, plus more than 20 self- 
propelled 155mm howitzers. 


Brazil, Colombia, Argentina 


and other countries in that re- 
gion are said to be customers 
for fast French Mirgage jet 
fighters, 
British-built naval 


frigates, Italian artillery and 
other modern weapons to re- 
place largely outdated U.S.-sup- 
plied arms, much of it of World 
War II vintage. 


In limiting U.S arms aid and 


sales to Latin America, Con- 
gress aimed to discourage 
countries there from spending 
on weapons instead of alleviat- 
ing poverty, illiteracy and other 
critical social and economic 
problems. 


U.S. defense officials say this 


has turned Latin American mil- 
itary leaders to other weapons 
sources, principally France. 


One result is that the Latin 


American armed forces, per- 
haps motivated by a desire for 
prestige, are buying equipment 
which U.S. military experts 
consider more 
sophisticated 


than those nations need. 


U.S. arms credit is granted 


currently at 6 per cent interest, 
and may be extended for not 
longer than 10 years. 


The French, on the other 


hand, are said to offer the Lat- 
in Americans terms as low as 
20-year loans at 2 per cent in- 
terest and also to train Latin 
American pilots for free, as 
well as providing other low-cost 
or free services. 


It is possible, U.S. officials 


say, for Latin American coun- 
tries to buy directly from U.S. 
contractors. 


However, it is reported that 


U.S. bank; will lend money for 
these purchases only if they are 
protected by U.S. government 
guarantees, and the interest 
rates run up to 8 per cent.
